Former Argentine national team supremo, 
Cesar Menotti, tips Australia’s young Soc- 
ceroos to finish in the top four in the World 
Youth Cup in June. And Marconi winger Rene 
Licata reckons that Menotti is right on the 


ball. 

“We know that we're as 
good as the rest of the world. 
We're a top team unit and 
we don’t know how to give 
in.

“Costa Rica was a perfect 
example of what we are all 
about.

‘Our youths are as good as 
the youths in any other coun- 
try. Easily as good. All of us 
know that. The only advantage 
they have is more professional 
training facilities.

“Ray's a great boss. He 
really understands the training 
and in-camp requirements of 
being in the youth team.

The saga of the Sydney Hakoah club’s con- 
tinued involvement with top level soccer in 
Australia continues to drag on.

The motions would have 
reaffirmed the founding prin- 
ciple of the Hakoah social 
club, which was formed more 
than 13 years ago, namely the 
continued support of a profes- 
sional soccer operation at the 
highest available level. 

Speakers proposing these 
motions impressed on what 
would have been the largest at- 
tendance at a Hakoah Annual 
Meeting with the last dec- 
ade, that the club was formed, 
financed, supported and in the 
early years almost exclusively 
patronised by soccer fans

Sydney City Hakoah's 
defeat of Marconi in the 
second round marked the 
club's 100th win since the 
national competition started 
Ae 1977.

Huddersfield 
snapped him up but his future 
at Leeds Road looked bleak 
after his serious cartilage in- 
jury. He returned to the re-

playing well by the end of the 
season he wanted to move. He 
contacted Vest but was told 
that the KB boss already had 
found a new player. 

Kenny Worden, coach of 
Tasmanian club Launceston 
Juventus jumped at the chance 
to bring our Wormley. His 
judgement was vindicated. 
Wormley arrived to find that 
Juventus only had chalked up 
14 goals throughout most of the 
first half of the season. By the 
season’s end the goal tally had 
jumped to 59 for, Wormley 
bagging 19.
